SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD Anal Teenies Sommer, Sonne Und Heisse Arsche is classified as: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The DVD contains a feature and several trailers that are largely made up of explicit 
depictions of sexual activity. Although the trailers have a harsher tone, the overall 
presentation is friendly and light-hearted. The main issue of concern arises from the 
suggestion of teenage participation that appears in the titles of the video recording and 
one of its trailers, and in a further trailer set in a classroom, with adults in old-fashioned 
uniforms taking part in sexual activity. This trailer advertises a publication that the 
Classification Office has previously classified as "objectionable". However, the trailer 
does not present a realistic picture of schoolgirls or suggest that sexual activity with 
young persons is legitimate or desirable. The trailers, in the context of the publication 
as a whole, do not lead the publication to promote or support, or tend to promote or 
support, the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. However, the explicit 
nature of the sexual material in the DVD renders the availability of the publication likely 
to be injurious to the public good unless it is restricted to an adult audience. 

For the reasons given above. Classification Office is confident that its interpretation 
and application of the criteria set out in s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 are in accordance with the relevant provisions of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). The decision gives full weight to the right 
to freedom of expression set out in si4 of the NZBR Act. The restriction on the 
availability of the DVD is the minimum that can be applied to prevent injury to the 
public good.
